England, received hia first 
portation of Langshans from 
The following Novem 
ber be exhibited them at the 
Crystal Palace, and six years 
later tbe fowl was introduced in 
to the United States by the late 
Mrs. R. W. Sargent, of Kittery, 
Maine. 

Both in this country and in 
England, the introduction of the 
breed brought forth a regular 
storm of opposition, no doubt on 
account of the boom it at once 
created. But to-day the Lang- 
shan is all the better for the war- 
fare, and fears no rival. 

At the 1 time of the introduction 
of the Black Langshan, it was 
as much like a Black Cochin as- 
y two breeds could resemble 
each other. Since then the 
Cochin has been greatly changed, 
The Cochin of to-day has im 
mense feather development, 
square build, short legs, and 
great cushion almost hiding the 
nearly aborted tail. The Lang- 
shan of to-day is rather tall, with 
extremely high tail, long sickles, 
and great activity. There is 
now so much difference betweer 
the two that no further troubh 
n that direction need be feared 
An English writer some years 
ago declared that the first Lang- 
shans were identical in appear- 
ance with the Black Shangh; 
he used to keep, averring the 
latter possessed not only thi 
shape and color of plumage, but 
tbe lightly featheredshanks, pink 
feet and white skin that are the 
Langshan's badge of purity 
while many others expressed 
themselves substantially to the 
same effect. 

Stephen Beale.irt comparing the 
two breeds say there can be no 
question but they are vastly dif- 
ferent now, resembling each 
other only in color; for, while the 
Langshan is a -plendiil la 
and a capital table bird, not too 
determined a sitter, and a most 
valuable fowl for general pur- 
poses, the other is just the op- 
posite of all these. The Cochin 
is handsomer in appearance, but 
that is all. We are disposed to 
think the truth of the whole mat- 
ter is that the Langshan of the 
present clay and theBlack Cochin 
of forty years ago, if not exactly 
the same, very nearly so; but the 
latter has been spoiled by the 
breeding for fancy points alone. 

One of the best proofs that the 
Langshan is a pure and distinct 
breed is the way it stamps it- 
self upon tbe cross. A good 
illustration of this is told by 
Miss Croad, of England: — 

l A Mr.Cook bas within tbe last 
few years brought out a bird be 
has called the Orpington. He. 
tells us he has used three birds 
its formation. Now the Lang- 
shan has so stamped itself on 
posite bird that when 
they appear side by side in the 
show pen they give rise to a real 
'comedy of errors; on more than 
one occasion a good true Lang- 
shan has won over a prize Or- 
pington in an Orpington class, 
under an Orpington judge.' 

Briefly stated, the points of 
excellence in the Langshan are 
their large size, showy appear- 
ance, hardy nature, remarkable 
freedom from disease, excellen 
winter laying qualities, quiet and 
gentledisposition. tender and del- 
icate flavor of flesh, good yet not 
persistent sitters, and careful 
mothers. There is a combina- 
tion hard to find in any other 
breed. They lack but in one 
particular to being the ideal bird 
in this country, and that is in the 
color of their skin, Americans 
owing as much to their prejudice 
for a yellow skin as the English 
do for white. Yet to those who 
have eaten Langshan meat, the 
objection to color is at once over- 
looked. 

The writer bred this variety 
for years, and in all that time 
never could be persuaded to 
drop them to take up another.

It cam 
be purchased at any drug stor- 
at from one to two ounces 
five cents. In writing this ar* 
tide I have spoken entirely ol in- 
cubator hatched chicks, not be- 
cause leg weakness is not jusrt'a! 
common in chicks hatched udder 
a hen, but because I use incu 
tors for batching, and my 
perience has all been with in 
bator chicks.— G in Poultr 
Breeder.

The or- 
dinance has been of great benefit to 
the poor especially, as the rich whi 
buy in whole barrels and othe 
large quantities do not suffer s< 
much from dishonest methods. I 
would not be a bad idea for al 
cities to adopt this Chicago plan of 
watching people to make them 
honest.

Leaves an Estate Valued at $100, 
000 to $125,. 



Peter Postell, the wealthy color- 
ed grocer, died Wednesday morning 
aged 60 years. He had been a suf- 
ferer from dropsy for two or three 
years and for a year or more he bad 
been undergoing a gradual physi- 
cal decline, He was the most con 
spicuous representative of bis race 
in Western Kentucky and leaves an 
estate estimated at from $100,000 to 
$125,000. It is doubtful if there was 
a richer colored man in the State of 
Kentucky. He was a light mulatto 
of almost gigantic frame and was 
born in NorthCaroliua in 1841. The 
late P. J. Glass, of Virginia, pur- 
chased him when he was a boy and 
brought him toHopkinsville in 1858. 
Three years later he ran away and 
joined the Federal army, enlisting 
atClarksville, Tenn., in Co. H, 16th 
U. S. Colored Volunteer Infantry. 
He returned to Hopkinsville after 
the war and started a little grocery 
on the corner of Virginia and Sixth 
streets and trom the first did 
prosperous business. He enlarged 
bit business from year to year, and 
invested his earnings in real estate 
that increased in value as the town 
grew. In time he owned half the 
square on which he started in busi- 
ness, where the fine Postell Block 
now stands. He bought building 
lots and owned many houses all 
over the city, including his own fire 
brick residence opposite the Clay 
Street Public Schools. Of late 
years his son, Peter Postell, Jr., 
had been associated with him in his 
mercantile business and he has 
greatly prospered. He had large 
nvestments in bonds, stocks and 
loans and added new departments 
to his business. 

He ranked among the city's most 
public spirited citizens. He gave 
largely to public improvements 
His subscription of $1,000 to the 
Hotel Latham fund in 1892 was one 
of the largest individual subscrip- 
tions. 

He leaves a large family of chil- 
en. One son, John Postell, is a 
gauger tn the Revenue Service. 
His second son, Peter, is at the 
head of his business interests. A 
t'riird son, Zack, died not long ago. 

There are six daughters. The 
grown ones have been educated at 
Fisk University and one them is 
a teacher of unusual talents and 
culture. 

Deceased was a member of the 
Colored Mtthodist church and held 
membership in several benevolent 
orders. 

s funeral services were held 
30 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
at the PoBtell residence, conducted 
by Kev. J. W. Luckett, the pastor 
of his church. 

The interment took place in 
Bast Hill Cemetery.
